The California State Irrigation 
Association at Sacramento is dis- 
tributing free a relief map in colors 
of the state of California, which 
graphically shows the natural feat- 
ures of the state. Of wall size, it 
also indicates how it is proposed 
under the Marshall Plan to redis- 
tribute the flow of streams in ‘the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin val- 
leys to irrigate twelve million acres 
of land. Itis of especial interest 
to all who are interested in irriga- 
tion and water conservation. 

Millions of acres of feet of water 
run to waste every year in Califor- 
nia, threatening with floods a great 
section of the lowlands. By saving 
this water in mountain and foot- 
hill reservoirs, Colonel R. B. Mar- 
shall, originator of the Marshall 
Plan, has worked out a scheme 
whereby the expensive waste will 
be converted to a valuable asset 
available for lands now deprived 
of water during the dry months. 
The tap and the outline accom- 
panyingit bring out clearly what 
his proposal is.

Hibernicizing of Famous French River 
One of the Humorous Incidents 
of the War. 


It was the lesser, not the greater, 
rivers of France that linked them- 
selves anew with history during the 
great war. Father Duffy of the 
“Fighting Sixty-ninth” liked to 
tease his friend, the young French- 
man, Lieutenant Rerat, by joking 
him on the small size of the River 
Ourcq, a vastly important stream 
that the regiment had _ recently 
crossed. 

“I told him,” confesses the good 
father, “that one of our soldiers lay 
badly wounded near the river; and 
I offered him a pull at my canteen. 
Raising himself on one elbow and 
throwing out his arm, he exclaimed, 
‘Give it to the Oureg; it needs it 
more than I!’” 

A little later perhaps he would 
not have spoken so disrespectfully ; 
fer the orphaned French river was 
frankly adopted as a good Irish 
stream—and Father Duffy loves 
everything that savors of the Em- 
erald isle. To be sure, the Hiber- 
nicizing of the Ourcq was merely a 
happy accident; but it was too good 
not to abide by. It was due to a 
soldier’s easy scorn of the niceties of 
the French tongue. Speaking of a 
certain air battle—that én whicif 
young Quentin Roosevelt “West his 
life—he was heard earnitly telling 
a comrade: Sy 

“It was on the mornin’ we crossed 
the O’Rourke river and captured 
Murphy’s farm !”

GEN. WOOD PRAISES SCOUTS. 

In the recent Boy Scouts of America 
essay contest on the subject of fire 
prevention Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, 
commander of the central division of 
the army, acted as chairman of the 
board of judges. He took keen Inter 
est In reading the essays, which, be- 
cause he was unable to lenve Fort 
Sheridan, ll., were taken to him from 
New York by a representative of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters, 
under whose auspices the contest was 
conducted among the entire member- 
ship of the boy scouts in the United 
States and its possessions. At the 
conclusion of his work Major General 
Wood issued the following statement: 

“T cannot tell you with how much 
interest and appreciation I read the 
essays from the boy scouts’ contest 
with reference to fire prevention. The 
idea of this contest was n fine one. It 
served to bring to the attention of the 
boy scouts throughout the country a 
most important field of effort, namely, 
that of vigilance in measures looking 
to fire prevention and the dissemina- 
tion of information concerning the 
sources of danger and what can be 
done to prevent. The fundamental 
cause of fires is carelessness, combined 
with a certain umount of ignorance. If 
the boy scouts take up the campaign 
In behalf of fire prevention and speak 
as intelligently as they have written 
I feel that we shall soon reduce the 
danger from fire.”

W. J.4Quinn Enters Chamber of Vault 
and Sends Bullet Through Head 


Oakland.- -Locking himself in one 
of the private chambers in the safe 
deposit vaults of the Central National 
Bank, W. J. Quinn, prominent Oak- 
land shoe merchant, fired a_ shot 
through his brain and killed himself 
some time in the forenoon of January 
6. 

Although scores of people were in 
the vaults, no one heard the shot, 
and Quinn’s body was not discovered 
until several hours after the shoot- 
ing, when F. W. Meyers, an attendant, 
made the rounds shortly after noon. 

Finding the door to Quinn’s room 
closed, and being unable to. see 
through the opaque glass, Meyers 
called Police Inspectors Richard Mc- 
Sorley and Frank Rossick, who pried 
open the door and found Quinn dead, 
but sitting erect on a chair. Police 
say he had been dead about three 
hours. 

The merchant went to the office 
of Chief of Police J. Frank Lynch at 
9 o'clock a. m. and secured a permit 
with which to purchase a revolver. 
He said he frequently carried home 
sums of money from the store, and 
was promptly given the permit by 
Chief Lynch. 

Quinn, according to Meyers, 
entered the bank at 9:30 o’clock a. m. 
After placing an envelope in hig de- 
posit box, he was seen to walk into 
the small room. 

Alongside the revolver, from which 
one shot had been fired, was found 
the following note: 

“God forgive me. I am.just tired. 
Nobody to blame but myself.’’ 

Quinn was president of the Walk- 
over shoe store at 1305 Washington 
street. He had been in business in 
Oakland many years. Lately, accord- 
ing to relatives, he had been brood- 
ing over business depression. 

Quinn is survived by a wife, and 
two children by a former marriage. 
He was prominent in the affairs of 
the local lodge of Elks. The body is 
at the morgue. 

Domestic worries, ill health and ex- 
cessive use of liquors are theories 
advanced by his friends to explain 
his act. 

According to allegations of Mrs. 
Mary Quinn, his first wife, who ob- 
tained a divorce in December, 1917, 
Quinn used liquor to excess. She in- 
dicated his business success by set- 
ting forgh that they held community 
property valued at $155,000. She also 
alleged that Quinn spent $50,000 
yearly on Miss Gwendolyn Fowler.

Figures Furnished by Department of 
Agriculture Show Cost of Load- 
ing, Feeding, Etc. 


Of 54 carloads of sheep, including 11 
single-deck and 43 double-deck cars.

LATE MOLTERS ARE FAVORED 


Hens That Undergo, Transformation 
During July arid August Are Not

POULTRY FOR GENERAL FARM 


Hen !s Main Dependence for Increas- 
ing Meat Supply—Farmer Must 
Determine for Himself. 


The hen, first and last, is the main 
dependence for increasing the supply 
of white meat and eggs on a farm, but 
she requires the aid of turkeys, 
suineas, geese, and ducks just as, on a 
dairy farm, the cow requires the aid 
of pigs, sheep, and goats, The setting 
ef the standard at 100 hens per farm 
is safe, but no such arbitrary stand: 
sd can be set for the other kinds of 
poultry, say the poultry specialists of 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture. 

The small farm, with grain flds of 
neighboring farms in proximity to the 
barn and dooryard, would, perhaps, be 
better without turkeys. The farm 
through which no streams run and 
which has no large pond would per- 
haps be better without ducks. But 
the circumscribed farm on which tur- 
keys would be a disadvantage may he 
well supplied with streams and ponds 
so that ducks would be unusually 
profitable, and the farm that has no 
Streams and ponds may have large 
range for turkeys. Each farm family 
will have to determine for itself what
